To Get Release From Military Service—Combatant 


Troops Last To Come Home. 


Newark soldiers with the Rainbow division probably will take part 


in the greatest demonstration ever accorded an American army unit 
when it is returned to this country for demobilization. 


It is probable, it was indicated in Washington today, that this di- 


vision will be reviewed in Washington by the high government offi- 
cials. This special consideration will be given the Rainbow division, 
it was pointed out, because of its peculiar composition, being made up 
of units from practically every state in the union. 


More than 65 Newark and Licking county men were members of 


• this division, being in Company B, 166th infantry, formerly the fourth 
•Ohio National Guard regiment. 


1 It is probable that the division, in which the Newark battery boys 
served at the front, will be paraded in Ohio cities before being de- 
mobilized at Camp Sherman.

March said. Orders which will result 
in the immediate demobilization of 200,- 
000 men are already issued and these 
men will be at their homes in the next 
two weeks 


When the reduction plan is under 


full operation, the chief of staff ex- 
plained, 30,000 men each day will be 
released from the army. 


Regarding the return of troops in 


France, General March said, the order 
in which the divisions will be with- 
drawn is being left to General Persh- 
ing. It is the intention of the war de- 
partment, as far as is practicable, to 
return each division to the locality 
from which the majority of its men 
came and to parade the division in ad- 
jacent cities so that the jxMjp'e may 
have a chance to give fitting welcomes. 


As an example he s-iid. the New Eng- 


land soldiers might be brought to Camp 
Devens and parade in Boston and other 
cities. 
Orders have been cabled lo General 
Pershing to begin return at once of all 
casuals, sick and wounded who can be 
moved. A steady stream of these men 
should begin immediately to cross the 
Atlantic. 


Camiis at home will be cleared out 


to pre|Kire for the return of the ex- 
peditionary foices and the general in- 


dicated that the process would be ex 
pedited. A unit of regular troops will 
be left at each camp to guard and 
police it in preparation for the arrival 
of the overseas units.

General March said, and its brilliant 
record at the front, the 42nd (Rainbow 
Division) will lie given special consid- 
eration in the demobilization 
plans.

It was announced that congress will 


l»e asked to give each man discharged 
from the army, regardless of whether 
he rc-cnlists, a bonus of one month's 
{.alary. 
General March pointed out 
also that all soldiers are entitled under 
law, to wear their uniforms for three 
months after discharge. This will make

Paris, Friday, Nov. 15.—Edouard 
Ignace, under secretary of state for rnil- 
'itary justice, has ordered a judicial in- 
quiry at Lille against German officers 
accused of crimes during enemy occu- 
pation of that city. This action con- 
forms to the decision recently made by 
the French cabinet. 
."These officers will be judged by a 
courtmartial in their absence," says the 
Temps, "if the allies are hot able to se- 
cure custody of the accused." 
This is the first step in such prosecu- 
tions. M. Ignace anticipated the need 
for such action and in 1916 proposed the 
organization of a high inter-allied court 
to try Germans who committed crimes 
in invaded territories.
